What need not the 
shibboleths and chameleon slogans the 
Left, nor the sterile reaction the ex- 
treme Right, but the eternal verities 
men who think their heart men 
and women good will. The main prob- 
lem education socially create 
men good will. 


What Education the Solution? 

What the solution the chaos and 
confusion? matter what one pro- 
poses, the solution called education. 
The word chameleon liberty, 
democracy, peace. must spe- 
cifically defined without gobbledygook 
pedaguese. have often pointed 
out, may wreck civilization 
may save create one. just 
effective making slaves would 
making free men. And viewing 
the world-wide situation, education 
seems the most grandiose the fu- 
tilities men who think they are gods. 

The function education not 
knowledge, neither knowledge de- 
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mocracy nor communism nor any 
other ideology. Knowledge useful, 
helpful, but only the raw material 
human life. And one can stuffed 
with knowledge cluttered it, 
can translated into that truth 
which makes men free. The purpose 
full possession possible his powers, 
his power see, dream imagine, 
conceive, judge, reason, feel, 
create. 

Education must become not merely 
adventure the advancement 
learning but uplifting adventure 
the advancement highest 
intellectual, moral, and spiritual life. 
will develop greater concern for depth 
with less concern for breadth. Insight 
rather encyclopedic 
knowledge will become the aim. There 
must come reaction the present 
superficiality, which there too 
much the world and our colleges. 

Too much college work the 
touch and variety. There too much 
recognition the opinionated and 
the dilettantish. Glibness has too many 
rewards colleges and our social life. 
Ignorance, sure its opinion, goes its 
easy way unchallenged. 


Catholic Higher Education Today 

More hopefully, let look the 
future the Catholic college, particu- 
larly for women. note from our his- 
tory that Catholic higher education 
this country achievement the 
religious communities, which, self-sup- 
porting, have asked for little help 
from the dioceses, nor from the parishes 
such. Because this fact they have 
had wide latitude their development 
sometimes they tend develop 
multiplicity institutions beyond the 
actual needs and likely result 
dilution the quality education how- 
ever grand the monumental character 
the college buildings. One the great 
problems facing Catholic higher educa- 
tion this country provide educa- 
tional opportunity high quality 
which the educational needs its public 
the primary rather than secondary 
consideration. This too complex 
issue this connection, but worth 
noting this time for the Catholic 
laity itself must ultimately face 
phase Catholic action. 

Now turning more summary form 
expression let see what the Catho- 
lic college for men women the 
future must become raise the 
stature human nature, and help men 
their knowledge and insight. 
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Aims the Catholic College. see 
continuing its centuries-old but ever new 
aims each generation which formu- 
lated for Mount Mary college 
follows:

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Understanding Needed 

The need and opportunities for consumer 
training the general areas buyman- 
ship and the specific area understand- 
ing advertising rather evident. honest 
presentation the facts, effort ap- 
praise and understand our distributive sys- 
and the American free enterprise 
e-onomy, tends overcome the prejudices 
created partial information, half-truths, 
unfounded opinions which easily 
the minds individuals. The 
implanted the minds 
high school students during these impres- 
sonable years frequently take root and 
entrenched for life. Where lack 
information makes the individual prey 
common economic fallacies, the explana- 
tion, study, and understanding basic 
business information tends dispel sus- 
picion and distrust.

economic training, Spalding Institute three 
years ago initiated program consumer 
training open elective basis all 
seniors and taught phase the busi- 
ness education program.

SAFE SCHOOL RECORDS

The Child 

The Christian virtues justice and 
charity should evident the teacher’s 
attitude toward every child her class, 
well the provision she for 
teaching him according his ability. 
the teacher’s duty see that each child 
working successfully, according his 
own development. most cases, 
this best accomplished dividing the 
class into ability groups that the rate 
progress, the amount material, and 
the type presentation may adapted 
the needs each group. Enrichment 
work for the brighter children and reme- 
dial work extra practice for the re- 
tarded pupils are other ways providing 
for individual differences arithmetic. 


The Truth 

bringing the child and happily 
together, the word truth has special ap- 
plication here. Mathematical truths are in- 
cluded the vast body truth which 
the teacher bring the child. The 
intellect able discover truth, and the 
subject arithmetic offers excellent op- 
portunities for developing the child’s in- 
tellectual powers. Arithmetic much more 


than “tool” subject skill; not 
just mass arbitrary associations and 
symbols memorized. fact, can 
rightfully considered content subject 
because series related ideas and 
understandings which are universal their 
application. However, the child will not 
grasp these mathematical principles and 
generalizations listening the teacher 
tell them him. must given many 
and varied concrete experiences with num- 
bers, and gradually will arrive the 
generalization. 

This was evident primary arithmetic 
class where the teacher asked her pupils 
arrange various concrete materials 
groups two and three, and then put 
the groups together see how many there 
were all. Each child told the others 
what had discovered about and 
that blocks and blocks are blocks, 
that planes and planes are planes, and 
on. After each one had told his number 
story, one boy said tone surprised 
discovery, “Say, you know what? Two 
and three make five!” The 
child’s remark may seem simple enough, 
but this insight extremely significant 
the development his mental powers. 
formulated universal idea; made 
abstraction. 

When the child confronted with 
situation which requires quantitative think- 
ing, the teacher should guide and direct 
him necessary, but she should not spoon- 
feed him tell him the way get the 
answer. thinking through problems, 
will learn how analyze, form judg- 
ments, and generalize. The teacher must 
remember that “The successful school 
place where children live and do, not 
merely sit and listen. Man ra- 
tional being; but act according 
reason, must skilled the use 
reason. The best way train the 
mind confront with real problems 
and give the opportunity and the 
freedom solve 


Bringing Them Happily Together 

Bringing the child and truth happily to- 
gether has direct bearing upon teaching 
procedures. The teacher must cognizart 
the fact that all growth slow, and 
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unwise try accelerate the learning 
process telling the child what can 
discover easily for himself. Telling not 
teaching, most cases. The child will 
learn that three fives are fifteen and will 
understand what the fact means ar- 
ranges beads three groups five and 
counts the total, although the mere mem- 
orization the meaningless fact takes less 
time. Through the use manipulative ma- 
terials and visual aids the development 
number meanings, the child will see 
sense what learning and will 
enjoy arithmetic class. Gradually will 
develop understanding quantitative 
relationships and will able apply the 
principles learning solving prob- 
his daily life. Then the teacher will 
understand the full import the state- 
ment that education something 
that happens human being result 
self-activity. does not result from 
merely listening what someone else 
powers acquire fuller measure the 
truth, deeper love the good, and 
finer appreciation the 

Some children enjoy computation when 
the process indicated sign, but they 
not like work problems. pa- 
thetic that these children are not experi- 
encing the joy that follows success after 
hard and persevering work 
problems. They may dislike problems 
because the teacher has given them 
direction guidance attacking 
problem intelligently; perhaps the prob- 
lem presented challenge because the 
teacher always explained each step fol- 
low finding the answer. that case, the 
child may have exercised his memory, but 
not his reasoning powers. Evidently, his 
teacher forgot that “Education active, 
not passive, process; something that 
the learner does for himself under the 
direction and guidance his teachers. 


Applying Christian Principles 

Teacher guidance also 
helping the child see how Christian so- 
cial principles can and should applied 
the quantitative experiences his daily 
life, well the problematic situa- 
tions his textbook. 

The virtue honesty frequently enters 
into the use money and material goods. 
Children often boast the fact that they 
“get by” for half price the bus 
the theater because they are small for their 
age. may well give them some

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problems based upon this situation, and let 
them realize that they are cheating their 
neighbor money that rightfully his. 

Before Halloween pastor was explain- 
ing the school children the seriousness 
damaging people’s property. One the 
boys said, “But Father, there’s nothing 
wrong with just soaping store windows, 
Instead answering his question, 
the priest asked the class how much money 
window washers are paid hour. Then 
inquired how long would take wash 
all the windows the neighborhood 
store. After the the 
amount money storekeeper would 
have pay for the removal soap 
marks, the class had different viewpoint 
about “innocent” pranks. 

Marring school property also takes 
different aspect when children solve prob- 
lems which help them realize how much 
the parish must pay equip and maintain 
school. would not out place 
the arithmetic class discuss the duty 
remunerating the school for damage caused 
through carelessness maliciousness. 

The virtue charity should empha- 
sized connection with the various drives 
and collections which the children are 
asked contribute. Middle and upper 
grade children should given the respon- 
sibility organizing and administrating 
these drives, under the guidance the 
teacher. These situations offer excellent op- 
portunities for pupils learn quantita- 
tive thinking and develop Christian so- 
cial virtues the same time. 

Most problems modern textbooks are 
based upon the common experiences 
children; consequently, they involve the 
basic relationships stressed Guiding 
Growth Christian Social Living. 


the teacher’s duty capitalize upon these 
natural situations, show how the prac- 
tice Christian virtues enters into daily 
living. the other hand, well for 
the teacher the alert for problems 
which overemphasize materialistic values. 
Installment buying luxuries ex- 
ample this type problem. Another 
type arithmetic exercise which ob- 
jectionable the problem which parents 
pay their children for performing ordinary 
tasks around the home. Children should 
not led believe that they deserve 
remuneration for doing their share fam- 
ily chores. different matter when 
the neighbors pay for services rendered, 
because that involves justice. 

bound with daily living, its value can- 
ing the child seek truth which God;

DEVELOPMENTAL TASKS AND 
ACADEMIC REQUIREMENTS 
(Developmental Task Editorial No. 


The customary preoccupation the 
teacher the classroom has been with 
some rather specific academic achieve- 
ments. The pupil must have read the 
Fifth Reader its equivalent, able 
“sums” examples through frac- 
tions, know the geography place and 
name any products these countries 
that continent. And with other re- 
quirements social science, 
haps some drawing and little art. The 
objectives the pupils will satisfy 
the demands the teachers. The aca- 
demically minded student may like the 
routine and his success will help him 
feel sense security and adequacy. 
others, such tasks may not not 
and their motivation ex- 
traneous: they will want please the 
teacher escape punishment the 
classroom scolding home. How- 
ever these academic tasks must 
achieved, but they are the exclusive 
aim the teacher, the development 
the whole child placed 
jeopardy. This situation described 
Havighurst follows: 

“Thus the activities are such 
nature that the children are dependent 
the teacher for their sense worth, 
and the standards which the 
teacher judges the children are such 
that some the children will frequently 
have face failure (in the sense fall- 
ing below the acceptable standard) few 
the children will feel sure their 
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worth. There will endless strug- 
gle achieve status either with the 
teacher within the peer group. Not 
being sure their worth, children will 
compete with one another for whatever 
marks status they evolve. such 
situation unlikely that they will 
able move freely from group group. 
closed friendship groups, are most likely 
occur. Efforts the teacher sep- 
arate the group, changing seats, rep- 
rimands, etc., only increase the inse- 
curity the children and usually result 
making the clique tighter knit 
group than 

The real—the developmental 
tasks the child, let say the 
group, while including the aca- 
demic, are much broader; 
school (including the teacher and the 
peer groups complementing the efforts 
home and playground and other so- 
cial activities) must its share help- 
ing achieve these developmental 
tasks. list them enough indi- 
cate their reality and their importance. 
The developmental tasks this age 
group listed are: 

Learning physical skills necessary 
for ordinary games. 

Building wholesome attitudes to- 
ward oneself growing organism. 

Learning get along with age 
mates. 

Learning appropriate masculine 
feminine social role. 

Developing fundamental skills 
reading, writing, and calculations. 

Developing concepts for everyday 
living. 

Developing conscience, morality, 
and scale values. 

Achieving personal independence. 

Developing attitude toward social 
groups and institutions. 

These are the developmental tasks 
which children school are facing with- 
the limits their biological (where 
exists), their psychological, and their 
cultural bases. These, therefore, are the 
school objectives which every teacher 
this age group must constantly have 
mind and use every classroom, recess, 
other school experience promote. 
Where the class group genuine 
“peer group,” that people who are 
not only the same physical space and 
the same age but who feel and act 
together, they will significant fact 
the achievement the 
tasks” and the teacher must

Such conception the teacher’s 
function, particularly the elementary 
and high school levels, makes truly sig- 
nificant the phrases which have been 
merely words heretofore: the school 
the place where the child lives; the 
whole child must school. 


SIX-YEAR-OLDS AND SCHOOL 


The new Gesell study Human Be- 
havior Drs. Ilg and Ames discusses 
the characteristic qualities and attitudes 
children successive ages. The 
authors also warn that children their 
development not progress the same 
are slower and some are 
faster, and, course, individual differ- 
ences are manifest. Each child has, 
addition his own rate growth, his 
own pattern growth, depending his 
body type, environment, and tempera- 
ment. 

This warning would seem espe- 
cially significant for the child who has 
just entered school. The practical goal 
all parents have the child enter 
school when six years old 
near six when school opens then 
pressure put school authorities 
admit him. The Gesell study presents 
striking picture the child six. The 
child constant conflict violently 
emotional. Mother likely blamed 
for everything and this the best year 
for Father with the child. Such adjec- 
tives rigid, negative, demanding, and 
unadaptable are applied him. 
accepts criticism punishment with 
difficulty. wants considered 
right, wants win, needs praise. 
This the pattern underneath but not 
always manifest, though, appearing 
least occasionally, and ready find 
more explosive expression the appro- 
priate situations. 

These are statements the authors 
which school authorities 
grade teachers should take cognizance. 
They say that the trouble some six- 
year-old children results from being mis- 
placed school. entering the first 
grade the average girl should fully 
six and the average boy better off 
nearer seven. Much harm done 
entering child the first grade 
because “smart” for less 
worthy reasons. such situation 
progress school should take into ac- 
count the individual’s situation. 

This more detailed information about 
children their successive development 


must taken into account the de- 
velopmental tasks which include, but 
must not limited to, the academic 
tasks. This new type knowledge, 
more specific knowledge, makes the art 
teaching greater skill with greater 
satisfactions, but the securing ade- 
quately trained teachers capable ap- 
plying the newer conceptions make the 
problems mass education that much 
more difficult. Many the shibboleths

History the Catholic School 


Moderator: 

Good evening, everybody. Our purpose 
tonight presenting this symposium 
give you short history the beginnings 
and struggles our great Catholic Church 
and school. Our first speaker, Francis 
Runey, will give you brief history the 
early days our school system, which 
today one the best organized systems 
the country. Francis. 


Speaker 

From the very beginning and early days 
this country have had religious 
schools. Our parochial religious schools 
then consisted one room two. Reli- 
gion was the fundamental subject taught 
although reading and writing were not ne- 
glected. These were taught clergy- 
man someone appointed. the early 
New England schools the children learned 
the A-B-C’s from the hornbook. This was 
sheet paper which were printed the 
alphabet, the numbers ten, and the 
Our Father. The children also learned 
read their prayers from the New England 
Primer. you see they were religious 
schools. 

Pennsylvania every religious group 
had its own school. Maryland the law 
required the establishment school 
every county, but since the teachers must 
belong the Church England neither 
Puritan nor Catholic wanted pay taxes 
support these schools. 

Catholics opened school early 
1640 Maryland. 1721 the first group 
religious women came this country 
from France. They were the Ursulines and 
opened the first school for girls New 
Orleans. All classes people could at- 
tend: the rich, the poor, the Negro, and 
the Indian. 

the New England States many 
religious denominations had their own 
schools. These gradually came called 
schools. the same time private 
‘schools were being formed for the wealthy. 
These offered more the line subject 
matter tuition was charged. However, 
those parents who sent their children 
the district schools wanted their children 
get good education well the 
privileged wealthy children. This led 
taxes being laid support district schools.

District schools were opened 
vania, New York, and New Jersey. Each 
district had rather small, for most 
children had walk school. The tax 
money allotted each school was not 
always enough for the expenses, the 
parents were obliged pay small tuition 
fee. Each school had only one teacher who 
taught all the classes. The pupils were 
ungraded and school lasted for only few 
months. Normal schools had estab- 
lished train teachers work the 
school. Little thought was given free 
high schools until after the Civil War. 
law was passed that said: “every town 
with fifty householders should support 
teacher. Every town with one hundred 
families was establish grammar 
school.” When the people went west 
pioneers they carried this law with them 
and thus education was patterned other 
states. 

early 1810 Mother Elizabeth Seton 
opened one the first religious paro- 
chial schools this country. 1829 the 
Catholic Church with her great foresight 
the provincial Council Baltimore recom- 
mended that parish schools founded 
where Catholic children would taught 
their faith and morals. However, much 
time elapsed before this request was carried 
out. Teachers were scarce and parishes 
were too poor build schools. 1836 
our own order Sisters St. Joseph 
came this country from France the 
request the bishops and opened their 
first school the city St. Louis. 
[Change these statements conform 
the facts local history.]

Before the Constitution was adopted 
many our great leaders had seen the 
need education. the people were 
govern themselves they must educated. 
Otherwise, they could not make wise de- 
cisions vote intelligently. The settlers 
the Northwest were assured free 
tion the Ordinance 1787. The gov- 
ernment provided log cabins one-room 
buildings for schoolhouses. 
children could receive education because 
was difficult reach the few schools 
that were built. Many others could not 
attend because they were needed work 
the farm help home. School 
was session only during the winter 
months. 

Leaders education had fight hard 
battle establish free education and 
get trained teachers. Many public-spirited 
men and women devoted much time and 
energy this task. Because the people 
were asked contribute the support 
the schools, trouble arose. Those who had 
children asked: “Why should spend 
money educate other people’s children.” 
Others said that free education was not 
charity, but right. was not until 
schools were supported taxes that the 
public school system was established. 

Perhaps the one who did the most 
arouse the public the need education 
that time was Horace Mann. About 
1838 (who called some the father 
the public school system) started 
training school for teachers. With the help 
Henry Barnard, laid firm founda- 
tion for system free education for 
the children all classes people the 
United States. our first speaker told 
us, the time Horace Mann prac- 
tically all schools were church schools. 
Each denomination (Lutheran, Baptist. 
Puritan, etc.) conducted 
school. However, through the influence 
Horace Mann, the Public School Society 
private organization was given control 
the taxes apportioned education and 
thus began our present-day public schoc! 
system which religion taught. 
Grants which had been given religious 
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schools were stopped and money received 
taxes was given for support the 
public schools. This despite the fact that 
our Constitution made mention 
state school because there had always been 
strong tradition this country that edu- 
cation belonged the Church and parent. 
The Northwest Ordinance which promoted 
our western settlements even stated that 
“schools established and religion 
forever promulgated.” During the course 
years the bonds between the Church and 
became gradually weakened and the 
state got the right organize and conduct 
schools with tax money. Town taxes took 
the place church taxes; town authorities 
took the place clergymen. When this 
separation became complete had the 
emerging state system and religious 
schools gradually became absorbed into it. 


After 1840 when Irish, German, and 
other immigrants came this country they 
found nonreligious schools 
children would danger losing their 
faith. They asked for funds that religion 
taught public schools. 

Horace Mann and other groups united 
oppose the Catholics and grants which 
had been given religious schools were 
stopped. Money received taxes was used 
for the support public schools. Arch- 
bishop Hughes New York believed that 
such practice was unfair. believed 
that all should receive just share the 
tax for the purpose educating their 
children according the dictates their 
conscience. claimed that they should 
share the fund not 
were Catholics but because they were 
citizens. his fight for justice even 
carried the case the state legislature. 
The other groups united oppose him and 
amendment was added the state con- 
stitution which stated: “All money raised 
the state and raised taxes for the 
support public schools shall applied 
spent other schools than those 
conducted law under city and town 
officials.” religious sect was given aid 
for its schools. Other states incorporated 
this into their constitutions. The result to- 
day: public schools are without religion 
and secularized; Catholic schools are de- 
prived funds. 


When Archbishop Hughes saw that 
was useless carry his case further 
put all his zeal and energy into the estab- 
lishment Catholic school system 
his diocese. called together all the 
clergy and urged them build parish 
schools. also began looking for teach- 
ers. hoped would possible for his 
people withdraw their children from the 
public schools. 
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1866 second plenary council 
Baltimore sent out plea for establish- 
ment Catholic schools. result 
these councils, the efforts priests, and 
Sisters, the parochial school system was 
well under way before the close the 
nineteenth century.

The Catholic Church received from 
Jesus, the Redeemer mankind, the 
authority teach. She recognizes the right 
the State provide for the education 
its citizens, but she strongly emphasizes 
the fact that the State has neither the 
right forbid the training its citizens 
nor the right force individuals attend 
certain type school. Catholic education 
the fulfillment God-given right 
parents educate their children.

The gov- 
ernment the state Oregon attempted 
pass law which would require parents 
send their children public schools. 
The Supreme Court its decision pro- 
claimed that the direction the education 
their children was fundamental right 
parents. 

time went the Catholic Church 
took not only interest but leading part 
providing for her members high school 
and college education. was not, however, 
until after 1900 that high school educa- 
tion became general. During 
teenth century high school training was, 
for the most part, conducted academies 
tuition schools. the time the paro- 
chial system was firmly established our 
country there were four universities, five 
colleges, and two seminaries the 
Today have thousands. 

1900 there were fifteen million chil- 
dren grade schools; 1937 there 
were more than twenty million. Today 
ninety per cent the children ele- 
mentary school age this country are re- 
ceiving education. The number who still 
higher than the elementary school 
also increasing. More than two million 
young people are now going college. 
1865 there were only forty public high 
schools the Today there are more 
than eighteen thousand. 

Catholic boys and girls, like other Ameri- 
can. young people, have the same reasons 
for wanting receive education; that 


is, they want find that place life 
which they will the best work, they 
want know how best use their leisure 
time; and they want become good citi- 
zens. But above all they want save their 
souls. gain these ends the Catholic feels 
that religious and moral teaching very 
necessary. For this reason Catholics the 
support Catholic school system 
“without other aid than that the people 
who love it.” 

When the Catholic bishops met the 
First Provincial Council Baltimore 
1829, they decided that “schools should 
established which the young may 
taught the principles faith and mor- 
ality.” the Second Plenary Council 
again the Bishops pledged themselves 
see that “schools established and 
provide for the support competent 
teachers. They stated how these schools 
should managed and urged parents 
send their children Catholic schools. 
their letter April, 1920, the Bishops 
tell why have our schools: 

learn use our minds but 
not use our will like the clever 
men who become criminals and end their 
lives jail. This education may make 
great scholars but not good men. 

education that emphasizes the in- 
tellectuai, the moral, and the religious side 
the best training for citizenship. gives 
sense responsibility, respect for 
authority, and appreciation the 
rights others. Because democracy 
citizen has more freedom, has 
greater responsibility learning how 
govern himself and use that freedom.

Select for study poem that you feel 
will appeal the majority the class, 
most whom will this time have un- 
wittingly signed truce.

will vividly portray each individual the

Try “Lepanto” 


you want intrigue class boys, 
there nothing compared with 
Chesterton’s “Lepanto.” There adven- 
ture; there color; there history; there 
everything. The teacher definitely should 
read the class first, and read well, 
not stopping explain but letting the 
rhythm and the swing the lines carry 
the class away, will. Let the class 
read out loud, let half read, 
while the other half listens. this 
least twice. the way, this poem pro- 
vides excellent example for the study 
onomatopoeia, the sound suggesting the 
sense. 

astute questions you may piece to- 
gether the entire historic background, 
that only the more difficult passages will 
require your explanation. 

“Lepanto” ideal example the 
Chestertonian characteristics; his artistry 
illustrated the vivid color concepts; 
his paradoxes; his subtle satire; his love 
pageantry; his profuse use the simile. 
These and others are found the 
study this masterful poem. affords 
opportunity for review the story 
the Crusades, and might inspire assign- 
ment the comparison those times 
with today regarding the state Israel, 
and the dispute over the city Jerusalem. 
The efficacy the Rosary also can cor- 
related the story the miracle 
Lepanto. 

These are but two examples how in- 
terest can aroused, and the gradual 
change attitude one will observe when 
the poetry made stimulating. Your real 
compensation will come couple years 
after graduation when sophomores 
college, they will return tell you that 
they are grateful that you taught them 
appreciate poetry. 

Having won the pax litterarum, you 
should all the way and try encour- 
age creative urge. However, prepared, 
the very idea when expressed class will 
call forth threatening scowls and mutter- 
ings, doubt, but having won one victory, 
encouraged press forward. any 
large group there latent 
talent, and worth the effort, one 


can arouse but few, and put 
work. 


Give Suggestions 

Begin calling attention few ordi- 
nary things. winter, point out the 
icicles hanging from neighbor’s roof, 
the statue outside the school after 
snowstorm; the spring, the first dande- 
lion the lawn, the pyramids the 
chestnut trees, million other taken- 
for-granted indications that season. 
Talk about these, trying find for them 
comparisons, similes first, then metaphors. 
List the board colorful words which 
could used enhance the image under 
discussion. Stress particularly expressive 
verbs. you choose skiing the subject 
for poem, work evoke such words 
swirl, crunch, speed, whiz, soar; or, 
icicles, words like drip, crack, splinter, 
threaten, cling, words that 
personification. 

Another method might give the 
class choice two three first lines 
having definite rhythm. Require the stan- 
completed using four five additional 
lines the same alternate meter. 

And this point may stress the fact that 
the greatest obstacle the teacher will have 
overcome developing the creative urge 
that abolishing the fallacy that 
make lines rhyme the number one prob- 
lem writing poetry. Herculean 
task uproot this misconception among 
our high school students. spite tire- 
less effort, crops every class that 
moves along. Rhyme has its rightful place 
poesy, but certainly not the number 
one spot. 

However, more stress were laid 
upon the necessity thinking figuratively, 
even the writing prose (and al- 
ways good policy call attention apt 
examples poetic figures class read- 
ing) and presenting pictures that are 
vivid and clear the mind the writer, 
expressed comparisons contrasts, grad- 
ually the rhyming problem will fall back 
into its proper place. 

this stage the procedure the 
teacher comparable gambler, for 
matter how disappointed may have been 
previous assignments, will always 
willing take another chance, and will 
eagerly thumb through the papers for the 
winner. 

The encouragement you feel when you 
discover resourceful metaphor here and 
there, surprising simile two sur- 
passed only the uncovering em- 
bryonic poet whose development you 
have played part. Your joy will know 
bounds. Your perseverance its own 
reward. 
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Attractive School Newspaper 


Where the desire for school newspaper 
strong and the budget weak, mim- 
eographed paper effective solution. 
Usually the mimeograph the school 
for other purposes, and the production 
paper will involve extra equipment 
expense. Besides being 
mimeographed paper can readable, at- 
tractive, and serve excellent repre- 
sentative the school. 


You Need School Paper 

Students will derive many satisfactions. 
They will enjoy writing about their ac- 
tivities and seeing those reports print. 
sense accomplishment results from 
producing paper, and students should 
given wide responsibility and encouraged 
work with little supervision. Setting 
good technical standards important. 
Modern developments mimeographing 
equipment and materials make simple 
for students reach these standards after 
little instruction. The skills they acquire 
will useful later, whatever their voca- 
tional interests. 

Teachers will find handbooks produced 
manufacturers duplicating equipment 
useful instructing students. Two valu- 
able helps published Dick Com- 
pany are booklet, How Plan and Pub- 
lish Mimeographed School Newspaper, 
and textbook, Fundamentals Mimeo- 
graphing. From these students can learn 
how plan their paper, lay out its pages, 
type stencils, and operate the mimeo- 
graph. 


Special Aids 

Special aids have been developed for 
mimeographing school papers. Foremost 
newspaper stencil sheet. Another stencil 
sheet designed for handwriting. The 
newspaper stencil sheet has guides for 
two three column page and typewriter 
character scales for column width. 

The first step making paper 
production layout dummy sheets. 
These are made laying newspaper 
stencil Mimeoscope (an illuminated 
drawing board) and drawing the lines 
marked. Then duplicate several hundred 
copies. Students should then type stories 
correct column width and pin paste 
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dummy sheet. After the entire dummy 
made up, the stencil can typed. Pre- 
liminary typing serves guide stencil 
typists spacing between words that 
right-hand margins will even.

prepare special hand-written mes- 
sage for the paper from one the school 
administrators Easter Christmas, yel- 
low stencil sheets can used. They have 
lines spaced for handwriting. These lines 
ensure even spacing. 


The Nameplate 
After the students have decided the 
name for their paper, they can have 
nameplate produced one three ways. One 
get large lettering guides distinc- 


tive faces and letter the name for each 
issue. save time, stencil sheets can 
die-impressed with the nameplate. third 
method have nameplate made 
photochemical insets. These can then 
inset into stencil when issue the 
paper prepared. use them, window 
cut the top the stencil and the 
heading pasted with stencil cement. 
These insets can reused. 


Preparing Illustrations 


illustrate articles, professionally pre- 
pared drawings, many with holiday motifs, 
are available for tracing stencils. One 
portfolio several hundred drawings has 
been designed for school use. Students can 
encouraged gather other drawings for 
tracing. 

Tracing stencils made easy 
illuminated drawing boards. The prepared 
drawings are placed under the stencil and 
writing plate, and then traced with 
stylus. This effective way prepare 


Proper Tools Simplify Stencil Lettering 


Hold the stylus almost right angle the stencil. First over the letter with light 
stroke and then with increasingly heavy strokes. Move the stylus toward, rather than away 
from, the junction two lines. Use illuminated drawing board

The papers were put along the chalk 
rail and everyone admired those with al- 
ternating colors. Here was good chance 
for the teacher emphasize variety with 
order though she didn’t use those words. 

the second lesson with rulers there 
were many fine combinations and soon 
children were crossing the first set lines 
with new ones forming squares. Before long 
the children were going all directions 
becoming more and more inventive. They 
learned like rulers and make original 
designs with them. 

the fourth and fifth grades the chil- 
dren carried their learning much farther. 
They drew lines varying intervals and 
saw that their patterns looked like striped 
textiles. heavy black line with thinner 
red one either side made inter- 
esting stripe when repeated wider but 
regular intervals. The combinations col- 
ors and spaces between lines had unlimited 
possibilities. 

Then the children began filling some 
the spaces with solid color forming bands 
different width but always repeated 
intervals.

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Tips for the Neophyte 


Music Teacher 


Perhaps you are young religious, newly 
professed, and have just been appointed 
“music teacher.” Music was not your 
major, only strong minor, and conse- 
quently you did practice teaching 
that field. few days’ experience may 
turn you into phenomenal skeptic 
the practicality your piano and vocal 
lessons. Since the children can’t read music 
don’t even have notes read, takes 
them eternity pick melody; 
even then their “picking up” rather 
sketchy job. And, for the songs they 
know, they mush the words and 
sing flat per cent the time. Sur- 
rounded one all these anomalies, 
you may find the following hints helpful 
keeping the wolf discouragement 
from your door. 


Teaching Rote 

teaching song rote, sing for 
the children. Always sing for the children, 
not with them. They learn more quickly 
from the voice than from any musical in- 
strument. you are working with small 
children, remember you aren’t doing 
concert performance Mimi’s Addio from 
Boheme. Try make your voice sound 
like child’s. will much easier for 
the little tots imitate. After you have 
sung the number two three times, re- 
peat many times while they hum. 
Then take through phrases 
lines. You sing first; then they sing. Fi- 
nally they will try the entire song. Thus 
most groups can learn simple song 
fifteen twenty minutes. 


Teaching Demonstration 

there interval here there 
which stumbling block, don’t let the 
songsters keep stumbling through it. That 
would merely waste time.

Improving Diction 

Faulty diction another bugbear. Try 
giving the group one pitch, e.g. A-flat, and 
direct them recite entire stanza recte 
tono.

mostly new awareness the impor- 
tance diction. 

The pronunciation Latin made 
easier help the children divide the 
syllables into rhythmic families. group 
two three syllables together; the first 
the group always stressed, not 
primary secondary accent then 
artificial accent. The first the father 
the family. the strongest. The last 
the mother, gentle and soft. Teaching 
Latin pronunciation families syllables 
simpler and more purposeful than 
isolated words or, worse yet, whole lines.

One means correcting errors pitch 
sound the initial pitch song.

They find inter- 
esting challenge and will set their minds 
meeting it. When time permits, try this 
technique shorter passages. This will 
help you and your singers spot the 
most troublesome intervals. 

Another point deserves mention this 
discussion. Children often sing with 
lagging, mechanical lifelessness, which 
spells ruination pure diction, true pitch, 
and all tonal beauty. This due largely 
listlessness. You, vocalist, know all 
about the fundamental importance fresh 
air and correct breathing. But listlessness 
still prevails. Try imitating that throaty, 
flat, meaningless country ’tis thee. 

Your pupils will have 
laugh you and themselves. Then 
the pretty way sharp, lively, crisp. 
They will note the difference once and 
learn quickly.

What can teach the same routine 
material interesting and effective way 
this year the question uppermost the 
minds many primary teachers the 
opening new school year. During the 
school year 1953-54 answer this 
question resulted unit based the 
theme, Jesus through Mary with 
smile. this way complied with the 
wish our Holy Father that during the 
Marian year everything possible 
help spread devotion Mary. 

first purpose planning the project 
was clinch meaningful way the 
printing the alphabet. However, before 
the work was completed, had included re- 
ligion, reading, art, handwriting, poetry, 
music, and many the Christian social 
principles incorporated our Faith and 
Freedom Readers. 

remote preparation consisted 
working out one two sentences for each 
letter the alphabet. began each sen- 
tence with the letter practiced, and 
repeated the same letter often pos- 
sible throughout the story. watched care- 
fully see that each sentence contained 
idea, which pertained Mary her 
divine Son and which the children could 
easily illustrate. For example studying 
wrote “An angel came Mary. The 
angel told Mary that she was the 
Mother God.” For wrote “Baby 
Jesus was born the Virgin Mary 
Bethlehem,” etc. 

Immediate preparation consisted set- 
ting the stage, were, explaining 
the class the aims and goals were 
achieve writing our alphabet sentences. 
This type motivation makes purposeful 
the drill work necessarily involved hand- 
writing, the formation letters 
improve. 

After introductory remarks, pre- 
sented the story Annunciation, and 
then the children gave their own versions 
the story. During the oral work 
composed the statements wished in- 
corporate our class composition 
written the writing period.

Although this alphabet was worked out 
the second semester first grade and 
was used, through its illustrations, im- 
press upon the minds the little ones 
some simple truths faith and Catholic 
practices, based the 
principles, the same idea could de- 
veloped the beginning second grade 
review first-grade material. the third 
grade, review the alphabet 
cursive writing desired, the same 
thoughts could developed greater 
length.

Knowledge, judgment,

Three-Room Department 

Homemaking departments with two 
three rooms usually have separate labora- 
tories and clothing plus living- 
dining management area. This type 
department has many practical advantages. 
Class management and supervision are 
easier than when the class divided. When 
but one teacher uses it, the class can 
move from one laboratory the other 
desired. When more space needed for 
activity like cutting out garments, the 
class can use both rooms one time. 
girls “making up” work can 
use one room without disturbing the class 
the other. Greater flexibility the use 
facilities for both in-school and out-of- 
school groups provided. 

The disadvantages two- three- 
room department must also recognized. 
The cost per pupil increased when one 
teacher uses all the rooms. There greater 
cost with respect upkeep. When two 
teachers are employed, classes must begin 
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and end units work the same time.

the same room for the full semester 
year and study only those subject areas 
for which the room equipped. 


Apartment Cottage 

The trend homemaking away from 
the apartment cottage.

But how can adequate refrigera- 
tion and the use the freezer taught 
when but one combination refrigerator and 
frozen food chest expected serve all 
unit kitchens? not ask all stu- 
dents use but one stove. Why should 
require that they all use the same refrigera- 
tor? Home-economics instructors must ad- 
mit that theirs has been the chore de- 
frosting the old type refrigerator; 
disposing leftovers the end 
week. unit kitchens are resemble 
home conditions, various types refriger- 
ators should available. The ideal situ- 
ation would have counter refrig- 
erator each unit with perhaps one 
two large refrigerators and frozen food 
chests the laboratory. Students could 
then taught plan meals according 
patterns good home living. Leftovers 
would utilized through careful student 
planning. working knowledge the 
principles cleanliness, sanitation, and 
proper food storage they affect food 
cost control could more readily achieved 
the students. 


Laundry Unit 
Towels always present problem the 
foods laboratory. simple cabinet with 
fan and heat-drying unit will dry towels. 
However, proper laundering towels 
should encouraged. Laundry equipment

Father Augustine Roch, OP., St. Rose 
Priory, Dubuque, Iowa, discussed “The Vir- 
tue Prudence Business Education.”
